To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  Health  of 
the  District  for  1970. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  277  compared  with  91 
the  previous  year,  mainly  due  to  207  cases  of  measles.  It  is  hoped  that 
many  Litherland  parents  will  take  advantage  of  the  measles  vaccine 
which  is  now  freely  available,  so  that  the  number  of  measles  cases  may 
be  reduced  in  the  future. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  17-4  per  1,000  population  compared  with 
16-3  in  1969.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  infantile  death  rate 
with  24  per  1,000  compared  with  23  in  1969,  still  slightly  above  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  18.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths. 

The  general  Death  Rate  was  10-3  per  1,000  population,  which  is 
comparable  with  the  1969  rate  of  10-0. 

There  were  252  deaths,  the  main  causes  being  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  124,  cancer  52  and  chest  diseases  34. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  standard  of 
work  during  the  year;  1,597  houses  were  inspected  for  defects  and  as  a 
result  of  these  visits,  and  action  taken,  339  were  rendered  fit. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  throughout  the  year  and  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Live  Births 

There  were  425  births  during  the  year,  224  males  and  201  females, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  16-9  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  a  rate  of  15*8  in  1969.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  16-0. 

Stillbirths 

Stillbirths  totalled  2,  or  at  a  rate  of  5  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  as  against  10  stillbirths  or  at  a  rate  of  24  during  the  previous 
year. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  13 
Deaths 

Deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  252  or  an  adjusted  rate  of  14*8 
per  thousand  population,  as  against  246  deaths  with  a  rate  of  14*4 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11-7. 

Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  totalled  10,  making  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  24  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with 
9  deaths  at  a  rate  of  23  last  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  this  year 
was  18. 
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Neo-natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  totalled  7,  the 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  being  16*0.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  5  deaths,  making  a  rate  of  13. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  and  none  the  previous 

year.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
was  0-18.

SECTION  2 

General  provision  of  Health  Sfrvices  in  Area 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  diseases  are  admitted 
to  Hospitals  in  Liverpool.  General  Medical  and  General  Surgical  cases 
are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  in  Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Waterloo. 
Children  are  admitted  to  the  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  or  Alder 
Hey  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  all  Ambulance 
facilities  in  the  Urban  District.  Modern,  elaborately  equipped  vehicles 
are  in  use  and  a  satisfactory  service  has  been  given. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres 

School  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  are  provided  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  administered  locally  by  a  Divis¬ 
ional  Health  Committee,  on  which  Litherland  has  three  representatives.

SECTION  5 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  1970,  272  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified. 
The  corrected  total  of  confirmed  cases  amounted  to  272  as  against 
79  in  the  previous  year.  The  subsequent  tables  give  details  of  age 
groups,  deaths  etc., 

20  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  investigating  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  14  confirmed  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compared  with  14 
the  previous  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  which 
continues  to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  25  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  1 1  cases  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  whooping 
cough. 

Diphtheria 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  the  year,  and  none  was 
recorded  the  previous  year. 

Measles 

207  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year  compared  with  38  cases  in 
1969.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  measles,  but  it  still  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Poliomyelitis

SHOPS  ACT,  1950  ETC. 

The  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  ,1950,  but  as  a  consolid¬ 
ating  measure  only,  making  no  change  in  the  existing  legislation. 
Under  the  Act  the  routine  inspection  of  shops  was  continued  during 
1970,  a  total  of  65  inspections  being  made  during  the  year.  Defects 
and  contraventions  discovered  were  referred  to  the  persons  responsible. 
These  matters  received  prompt  attention  and  were  dealt  with  informally 

At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  199occupicd  shops  on  the  register.

Housing  Act  1969 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  25th  August,  1969.  Part  I  sets  out  the 
provisions  regarding  Improvement  and  Standard  grants.  Part  II  deals 
with  General  Improvement  areas.  Part  III  deals  with  rent  of  dwellings 
in  good  repair  and  introduces  a  new  system  requiring  Qualification 
certificates.  Part  IV  deals  with  Houses  in  Multiple  occupation.  Parts 
V  and  VI  deal  with  purchase  price  of  unfit  houses  and  other  miscel¬ 
laneous  items. 

Qualification  Certificates 

This  new  system  has  produced  an  enormous  work  load  which  has 
to  be  dealt  with  as  and  when  it  comes  into  the  office.  This  has  had  an 
adverse  effect  on  the  routine  work  of  the  department.
